Haskell that will detail the sal­ 
utary laws of two state legislatures, 
a condemnation of the extravagance 
of previous territorial adm inistrations 
a reiteration of the general princi­ 
ples of the democratic party, an ad­ 
d r e s s to the states of the nation pre­ 
dicting a democratic victory in No­ 
vember by a plurality of 50,000, and 
a laudation of the character and prin­ 
ciples of Lee Cruce, democratic nom? 
inee for governor. These will be some 
Of the pivotal planks of the state 
democratic 
platform 
that 
will 
be 
adopted by the convention here to­ 
morrow, All indications tonight point 
to the resubmission of the liquor 
question being ignored. 


L. P. Ross, defeated candidate on 
a resubmission platform, stands for 
harmony and for the democratic tick­ 
et, as does also W. H. (Murray. 


Murray today addressed a public 
lecture to his friends and supporters 
in which he said: “I acknowledge my 
defeat and request you to support the 
ticket as loyally as should I have 
been nominated. Sixty-five per cent 
of the voters are for myself or Col. 
Ross. The nominee must win. by our 
support. The responsibility is upon 
us to elect the ticket. I feel no per­ 
sonal rancor growing from defeat. 
While I shall neither ask nor accept 
personal or political favors at the 
hands of the 
next 
adm inistration, 
whenever that adm inistration is right 
it will receive my support or at least 
my silent acquiescence.”

A. C. Sul­ 
livan, a business man of Tecumseh, 
that his parent had left a certain 
number of questions that the claim­ 
ant of the fortune must answer before 
he became the legal owner. 


New York, Aug. IO.—Wm. J. 
Gay- 
nor, mayor of New York City, lies in 
St. Mary’s hospital tonight with two 
segments of a split bullet fired by 
James J. Gallagher, who sought to 
assassinate bim, still buried in his 
neck and mouth, but he has shown 
not one alarm ing symptom. It is be­ 
yond human power to say whether 
he will recover, for, not even the 
most renowned 
specialist 
can 
say 
whether blood poisoning will bn the 
afterm ath, but as yet the Mayor’s 
tem perature has given no cause for 
alarm on this score. Every indication 
is that the wound is healing beauti­ 
fully. 


Bulletins Are Optimistic. 
Bulletins issued today and tonight 
did not vary in their tone of optim­ 
ism, and so cheerful was the patient 
and so hopeful his attendants that 


Mrs. Gaynor, after 
almost sleep­ 
less vigil at the bedside, left the 
Mayor’s side late this afternoon for 
a forty-minute spin by automobile. 
Quartered in a larger and better 
lighted 
room 
in the hospital, the 
mayor chats pleasantly with those 
who are allowed to see him and con­ 
fidently predicts that he will be out 
in a few days. As yet he has not dis­ 
cussed in any way the tragedy of 
yesterday, nor is he even aware of 
the identity of the assasin. It was 
reported today th at be had inquired 
the man's name soon after the shoot­ 
ing, but this seems to have been an 
error. Although familiar with Galla­ 
gher’s annoying letters and his per­ 
sistent attem pts to obtain reinstate­ 
ment as night watchman in the dock 
department, the mayor does not know 
that it was he who fired the shot. 


Major Averse to Talk 
Aside from deploring that he should 
have been fired upon for doing his 
duty, he has in no way criticised his 
assailant 
and 
m aintains a marked 
aversion to discusing the event. 
Gallagher’s statem ent 
made 
this 
evening was his first frank talk con­ 
cerning the crime. 


“While I will not say that I am 
sorry,’’ he said, “I now hope that the 
Mayor will get well. But I wanted 
to teach high officials to regard the 
rights of subordinates. I considered 
that I had to shoot the Mayor as a 
lesson to the country. I did what I 
did for personal principles and was 
not prompted by any anarchistic* be­ 
lief.”

Adams was described as a Dele- 
ware Indian who frequently has been 
mentioned a s having called on Presi­ 
dent Taft in m atters pertaining to In­ 
dian affairs. It was Adams to whom 
the Indians in this state were asked 
to address telegram s urging President 
Taft to approve of the sale of 
the 
lands. McMurray is the holder 
of 
the contracts by which, according to 
Senator T. P. Gore, as IO per cent, 
of $3,000,000 ’’attorney’s fee’ would 
.be allowed. 
McGuire Opposes McMurray 
Before Carter left the stand Mc­ 
M urray^ attorneys obtained from him 
testimony tending to show that Mc­ 
Guire in previous Indian m atters bad 
' supported measures in congress op­ 
to the interests of McMurray. 
C arter’s appearance on the stand 
followed another day of lively testi­ 
mony. 
E. B. Latham, an attorney of Mc­ 
Alester, related a meeting with Mc­ 
Murray two years ago when McMur­ 
ray. he said offered him a present 
of $10,000 if the old tribal contracts 
would 
go through.” These contracts 
were afterward disapproved by Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt. What the “present” 
was for, Latham declared he never 
could make out, for he was not ask­ 
ed to support the contracts.
